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FUTURE FUNDING 

In December the Centre together with all other grant aided 
organisations in Greenwich will be submitting completely new 
grant applications. The amount of money available for grant 
aid in the next financial year is likely to be in the region 
of £750 thousand less than this year. An estimated one in 

six organisations may lose their funding, others may have 

to merge with similar organisations in order to survive on 
smaller grants, some organisations will lose funding for some 
of their staff. One possible benefit is that the new funding 
system is likely to guarentee funding to organisations for 
three years. The Centre has secure funding until June 3Ist 1991. 
We will not know the future of the Centre and it's funding 
until early in March. We will keep you posted of any 
developments as they arise. 


LESBIAN LIBRARY 

The library at the Centre is growing rapidly due to donations 
of books from users and membership fees being spent on books. 
We have been given £200 by Thames Poly Student Union to spend 
on books for both lesbians and gay men. The Centre recently 
donated old archive books and records to the Lesbian Archive 
Project. Membership costs £10 high waged, £8 low waged and 

£I unwaged for one year and IOp for each book borrowed.
